We parted, for we hal reached the
caluce of Justice, and Farey went off
bowards the Barrister’s robing chamber,
whilst I sought the witnesses' entrance,
The approaches of the building were
thronged, and us the public part of the
of the court had been filled within five
minutes after opening the doors, the po-
lice were now refusing admittance to ali
save those who cnme on business, Car-
ringes were setting down [ashionubly
dressed lndies who held tickets for re-
served seats; and there were journalists
from Paris and locul notabilities in great
numibers, who likewise Lad tickets, A
policemun directed me where (o go, and
ufter threading a number of fAagged puss-
ages, wher'e burresters in bluck gowns, gen-
darmes and clorks with blue  bugs were
hurryinz about, I was consigned to an
ushier with o sword, A few minutes later
founi myselt seated heside old Gragsier
and lis daurhiers, on the witnesses'
bench of the Assize Court.

expressed atheistical opinions, There
wis a great desl more to the same effiel,
and the indictment took twe hours to
read. When it wus ended the witnoses
were ordered out of eourt during the
prizoner's examination, and I retired with
them.

Not knowing how soon 1 might b
culled, I was obliged to linger about the
waiting-room, where old Grassier und Lis
daughters began to hold forth sbout
their woes, They had been struck with
consternation at learning that even if
Barberon was  guillotined his proper-
ty would not go to them, but to
lieirs of his own kith. They called this
monstrous, and had constituted them-
selves ‘partie civile,' i. e., pluintifis joint-
ly elaiming damages for Mudame Bur-
beron's death. They wanted 4,0001,

Dr. Lenoir joined me and explained 1:js
theory of poisoning by inhalation. He
was mervous as an uctor about to tread
the boards for the first time, and every
time u door opened he sturted, eleared
his throat and pulled down hLis wrist-
bands, expecting to be ecalled.

Goaded fo
fury by the President's questious, insin-
mations, and sneers, (for Freneh jndges
always net is iF they were retained 1ny the
l-nw(rliLiun), Barberon had repeatedly
ost his temper.  Farcy had been obliged
to jump up twenty times and entieut
liim to be quiet, and he had begred the
indulgence of Bench and jury for the
wretched man's behavior, ~‘Barberon is
lost if he goes on in that wiy,’ remarked
the connsel, dejectedly. ‘He is sharpen-
ing (he knife for his own neck, I trem-
ble al the scene we shall have when
the doctors ase culled.’

The medical evidence was, of course,
to be the capital point of the trial. It
was on the rmunm'] day that the doctors
were called, and the scene that ensued
justified Farey's forebodings, 1 was not
an eye-wilnessof ity but I am ennbled to
relate the particulurs of it from the
newspiper reports, and from Maitre Fur-
ey’ awn iceount,

The expert in toxicology was the first
to be sworn, and during his deposition
Barberon remained quiet encugh. biting
liis nails, and only ::]trug.r.ringhiu should-
erdin contompinous spasms; but when
the Insurance Office Doctor, 1 pompous
man, stood forth to affirm his belief in
arsenieal  poisoning,  the prisoner’s
pationce snupped short.  Bounding up
from his seat in the dock, he eried, in u
voice that rang through the court like a
trumpet:

'\\'Eml. do you know ahout poisons, sir?
Whit dose of arsenie do you think suffi-
cient to kill a woman?

‘It—it depends,’ stammered the Tnsur-
ance doetor,
‘Have you ever seen a person die of
arsenic without yomiting or convulsions
during sleep ?
J—I—really—'
I tell you it was of ehloral she dind,
and you are mnr.hiu:; better than an idiot.
You may takeit, it you iike, that I ad-
ministeredtlie chlnrﬁwillr’ully. I won't
pretend that T didn't know the strength
of the dose 1 mixed.!
Here Muitre Farcy started up in dis
may. ‘T beg the gentleman of the jur
to pay no heed to my unhappy client’s
ravings,' hesaid, I will urge in my de-
fense that he is not aceountable for all
his actions.
“That's it—sauy that'm a madman ot
once,’ dhouted Barberon, indignantly.
‘No, I am tired of all this. You are
mistiken if you think I will cousent to
be sliat up all my life in a lunatie asylum
to avoid losing my head on the seaffold.
. ., Evenif'you acquit me, of what
vitlue will my life Lo to me now you have
#ll befouled it together? I prefer teiling
thetruth. I did poison my wife—with
chioral, not with arsenic, We lived un-
happily tozether. She was ill, and T put
her painlessly out of her misery, If there
be a Heaven, sheis there, and better off
than if she wus with me: if there be
none, she is asleep, and I wish no better
fate for myself. . , | !
An indeseribable sensation siezed upon
the audience ns this sinister confession
was made.  Some of the lndies sereamed!
from nervous emotion; an explosion of
The
Predident restored ovder and exorted the
Eury, for form's sake, not to be guided
vy the prisoner's hyaterie avowals, but
only by the evidence. It wus patent,
however, that from this hour Barberon's
doom was gealed, The jury showed as
much by the looks they fnterchunged,
That duy, snd the next, and the next, a
procession of witnesses filed through the
Uourt to satisfy the exizencies of French
rocedure, which will suffer nothing to

done’m a hurry; but the attention of
the public grew listless, and Barberon
himgelf seemed bored. Dr,Lenoir's theory
of poigoning by inhalation, which might
under other ciroumstances have raised
himto the very pinnicle of fame, pro-
voked only mirth; which shows on what
smull things professional renown ma
sometimes hinge, The poor man slnn{

All who refused baptism were tortured
and putto death. hen, at one tiwe,
the estates of the Provinee of Thromit-
jem tried to force Olaf back to the old
religion, he outwurdly assen k&h&u& made
the condition that the offen pagan
deities should in that case be appeased
by human sacrifice—the sacrifice of the
twelve nobles who were most urgent in
compelling him; and upon this the ardor
of the chieftains for paganism was
cooled, and tl:e_vu.lluwedd unhindered
to demolish the great statue of Thor,
covered with gold and jewels, in the cen-
ter of the Province of Throndtjem, where
hefounded the ity then enlled Nidaros,
upon the River Nid. No end of stories
are narrated of the cruelties of Oluf Try-
gveson,

When Egwind, a Northern chieftain,
refused to ubandon his idols, he first at-
tempted to bribe him, but, when gentler
means failed, a chafing-dish of hot coals
was placed upon his belly till he died.
Raude, the magician, had & more horri-
ble fate; an adder was forced down a
horn into his stomach, and left to eat its
wity out agninl  ‘T'ne first Christian King
of Norway wus a hubitual drunkard, und,
by twofold adultery, he, the husband of
Godruna, married Thyra, of Demark, the
wife of Duke Borislaf, of Pomeranin.
This led to a war with Denmark and
Sweden, whose united fleet surrounded
him near Stealsund, As his royal vessel,
the Long Serpent, wus bourded by the
enemy, he plunged into the sea and was
no more seen, though some chroniclers
say that he swam to the shore in safety
and died afterward at Bome, whither he
went on pilgrimage,

The peasant population did little less
than ndore the King, whom they looked
upon in a sort of way as their private
property. He was not a man who in
ordinary times by any means liked peo-
ple taking liberties with him, as persons
around his court were occasionally re-
minded to their cost; but the peculiar
conditions of mountain life and the al-
most pussionate loyalty of his Alpine sub-
icets placed his relations with them on a
footing of familiarity which would have
